PLEASE  NOTEi   An 
IMPORTANT  OMISSION  which  occurred  in  the  previously  distributed 
copy  has  been  corrected  on  the  ballot «   It  concerns  Article  V, 
Section  2,  from  which  the  phrase  "by  mail"  was  inadvertently  left 
out.   Please  note  that  the  final  sentence  should  now  readi   "Ballots 
shall  be  returned  by  mail  to  the  Secretary /Treasurer  as  specified  on 
the  ballot. "  This  same  omission  also  occurred  and  has  now  been 
corrected  in  Article  XI,  Section  3,  dealing  with  amendment  procedure. 
The  final  sentence  of  this  section  should  now  also  readi   "Ballots 
shall  be  returned  by  mail  to  the  Secretary/Treasurer  as  specified 
thereon. " 

Those  members  who  do  not  plan  to  attend  the  meeting  should 
enclose  their  ballot  in  a  sealed,  unmarked  envelope  and  send  it  to 
the  Secretary /Treasurer,  to  be  received  no  later  that  October  5th.

Stay  on  Trumbull.  At  4th  traffic  light  turn  left  on  to  Prospect 
Street.  (Prospect  St.  becomes  College  St.  almost  immediately.) 
One  block  past  1st  traffic  light  College  Street  intersects  with 
Wall  Street  (Sprague  Hall).  Continue  down  College  1  block  to 
Elm.  Turn  left.  Go  1/2  block  to  entrance  of  Yale  Parking  Lot 
no.  51  (through  arch). 

There  are  buses  to  New  Haven  via  Trailways  and  Greyhound.   I  would 
suggest  Trailways  since  it  is  a  5  minute  walk  from  the  Trailways 
depot  to  the  Music  Library.
